Fourth Year Med. Students, 



If the request of Ins class receives 
favourable consideration at the hands 
♦h» War Office, the students of 
Medicine '18 wilt spend the coming 
..uinmer at thslr Studies in Montreal 
Instead of being scattered throughout 
tho country on their vacations. At 
a meeting of the class held some days 
ago a resolution was adopted' that If 
possible a summer course be secured 
In order that the .members of the class 
may be enabled to graduate within a 
shorter period of time, and thus be 
In a position to offer their services 
to the Medical authorities for active 
service. The class exécutive, so Mc- 
Gill Dally ' was informed yesterday, 
have approached Major F. 8. Patch, 
Assistant Director of Medical Ser- 
vices for this Division, in the mat- 
ter, and Major Patch has forwarded 
their application to Headquarters for 
consideration. 

Should the application be granted, 
the class of Medicine '18 will be 
graduated in January, 1918, instead 
of in the following June. A summer 
course was granted the class of Medi- 
cine '17 by the Faculty of Medicine 
by request of the War Office, and the 
men of this class are now writing 
their final examinations, at the con- 
clusion of which it is expected that 
the majority of the successful can- 
didates will offer their services to 
either the Canadian Army Medical 
Corps or the Royal Army Medical 
Corps. Several of those who are now 
engaged In writing their final exam- 
inations have already seen service 
overseas with No, 3 Canadian Gen- 
eral Hospital (McGill), and In the 
•lass of Medicine '18 there are also a

The Students' Council of the Uni- 
versity is justly proud of Its Roll of 
Honour representative of the part 
which its past members have taken 
In the war. 

Of the first Students' Council which 
held office In the session 1908-09 five 
members! have enlisted, of whom the 
President, Captain Guy M. Drum- 
mond, has given his life, and two 
other' members have been wounded. 
Captain Drummond was killed in ac- 
tion during the fighting on the Ypres 
salient in . April, 1916, when the 13th 
Itoyal Highlanders of Canada, to 
which ho was attached, bore tho 
brunt of the German attack and poi- 
son gns, and made a name for them- 
selves which will ever live. Captain 
J. A. DeLancey, the Science repre- 
sentative on the Council, was one of 
he first to offer his services when 
the 25th Battalion was formed soon 
after war was declared In his native 
Province of Nova Scotia. He went 
overseas with the rank of lieutenant 
but has since been promoted ttT his 
present rank and wounded. For his 
gallant conduct at St. Elol Capt. De 
ùauc-ey was mentioned In despatches 
and for distinguished work with his 
■company during the righting on tho 
Somme front recently he has been de- 
corated. Captain Gregor Barclay, Law 
representative on the pioneer Stu- 
dents' Council and Its vice-president, 
volunteered his services early In the 
war, and after training with the Me 
Gill Contingent, C.O.T.C., in which he, 
became a company commander, was j 
chosen to command the First Uni- 
versities Company, which was ultim- 
ately sent to Frame to reinforce the 
Princess Patricia's "Canadian Light In- 
fantry. He went to the front with 
the^rank of lieutenant, and served 
with the "Pats" for several months 
before being Invalided to Canada suf- 
fering from shellshock and general 
breakdown. He i« now ucting as 
deputy Judge advocate general of the 
Canadian forces In Canadu. Lieut, W. 
Lyttleton Cassels, president of tho 
Hockey Club, aud also editor of Mc- 
Gill Dally, joined the Canadian En- 
gineers a' year ago, trained at Ot- 
tawa, and was only at the front a 
few weeks before he was wounded. 
He Is still in France. Lient. C. J, 
Hanratty, who was secretary of the 
1908-09 ami the 1909-10 Councils, 
joined the 190th Battalion Irish-Cana- 
dian Bangera, when the unit was or- 
ganized last winter, and went over- 
seas with a draft of officers during 
the summer. 

Captain H. H. Hepburn, Medicine 
representative in the 1909-10 Council, 
is serving In a hospital overseas, while 
Capt. A. O. McMurtry, president of 
the Hockey Club, is one- of the orlg- 
Ipal artillery officers of the First Can- 
atllan Division. He is with the 4th 
Battery. Ment. Dougall Gushing 
president of the Union, Joined tho 
lloval Flying Corps, and Is now a 
prisoner in Germany after having been 
reported as missing for some length 
of time. 

The secretary of the 191011 Coun- 
cil is also a prisoner of war, Pte, W. 
R. Common having been captured in 
tho Ypres fighting of April. 1915. The 
president of the Union of that year, 
Llout. N. A. Thompson, is with the 
2nd Brigade C.F.A., while the presi- 
dent of tho Hockey Club, Capt. G, A. 
S. Ramsay, Is serving with the Royal 
Army Medical Corps. 

The 1911-12 Council has seven en- 
listments to show, the President, 
Capt. G. A, S. Ramsay, and six oth- 
er members being In khaki. Captain 
W. IC. G. Murray, president of the 
Track Club, who has been with the 
Royal Flying Corps since the war 
broke otit, has been twice wounded. 
Lieut. H. G. Rogers, president of tho 
Athletic Association, went overseas I 
with the '8th Canadian Mounted Rifles, 
and after the attack of the Germans 1 
on the Ypres salient last June -was j 
reported missing. He has now turned

There is one simple and easy way of becoming famous in this 
day of preparedness hysteria. Snprgest the mobilization of some 
thing or other in the name of national defense and you do not even 
have to po 1o sleep to wake up and find yourself famous The deans 
of the medical schools of the country have adopted a resolution en- 
dorsing the training of enough medical men to take eare of soldiers 
in the war which we are approaching, Nobody knows just exactly

•Jog-madness ol preparedness spreading over the nation. He who 

pleads for essential sanity does it under pain of being branded a 

white-livered coward and a traitor to his country. It might have 

been hoped that a reasonable amount of saving sense Would be left 

in the colleges and universities of the country; but that hope is a 

false one. No doubt someone will suggest that the undertakers 

mobilize for national defense; we have, it seems, almost every other 

occupation mobilized now by some resolution or other. 

A few yesra ago it was stylish for college and university presi- 
dents and professors to head organizations for world peace. There 
lias been a sudden change recently; peace is no longer fashionable. 
The w. k. Mr, Bryan has taken it with himself into shameful retire- 
ment. Undoubtedly European capitals s.-t the style in this game 
as they do in clothes, The noisy part of Ihc American people follows 
this with about as much use of human reasoning powers as they for- 
merly followed th.- orders of the Parisian clothes autocrats. 

It is indeed a sail stale (if affairs. Lord Kosebery recently said: 
"I know nothing mon- disheartening than the announcement recently 
made that the United States— the one great country left in the world 
free from the hideous, bloody burden of war — is about to embark 
upon the building of a huge armada, destined to be equal or second 
to our own. I confess it is a disheartening prospect, that this nation 
so remote from the Kuropean conflict, should voluntarily, in these 
days, lay upon themselves a burden, which, after the war, will be 
found to have broken, or almost broken our backs." Yet why college 
men — oftentimes accused of being intelligent and educate 1 — should 
lead in this hysteria of fear, without waiting to see if the European 
madness proves conclusively the folly of armaments, is one of the 
supreme mysteries of higher education.

Theru are serious reasons for be- 
lieving that tbe deportations have not 
us a miiln object to merely provide 
Germany with slave labor, but that 
tho intention of the Qermsns Is to 
nuike 11 display of frlghtfulness In 
connection with the present move for 
pence In order to* show Belgium and 
tho Allies what tho Germans have 
still in store if they do not accept 
their ternis. Thoy uro greatly mis- 
taken, for as fur as Belgium is con- 
cerned, never has the spirit of In- 
dependence and tho love of liberty 
been more Intense In that country 
than at the present moment, and no- 
body there is thinking of crying for 
mercy, but only of demauding Jus- 
tice 

WHAT I SAW AT WAVRE— A BEL- 
GIAN SLAVE RAID — TRAGIC 
SCENES. 

By An Eye-Witneis. 

The district of Wavre (Brabant), 
consists of twenty-two communes — 
there lire 2,800 communes in Bel- 
gium. The order which summoned 
at Wavre the entire male population 
between the ages of 17 to 56, of 22 
villages of the district of that name 
—about 10,0(11) men— was posted on 
Nov. 14, nnd rend: 

NOTICE. 
All men between the ages of 17 
nnd 50 (Inclusive), of tho com- 
mune of are requested 

to present themselves on Nov. 15, 
191»!, at eight o'clock a.m. (Ger- 
man time), at Wavre markot 
place. Tho burgomaster should 
bo present. The men oucerned 
«houlil be carrying their identity 
cards, and In case of need their 
meldekurto (card of control). 
Small hand baggage will be al- 
lowed. Thoso who fall to appear 
will be immediately transported 
without delay and by force to the 
places whore they are to work. 
Besides thoy aro liable to very 
heavy fines and long Imprison- 
ment, Priests, doctors, lawyers, 
schoolmasters and professors 
need not present themselves. 
Ottlgnles, Nov. 8, 1816.

So it is for to-morrow. And tho 
notice was not posted until seven 
o'clock in tbe morning, an hour when 
all men who are not out of work are 
already in the factories or in tbe 
yards. They were expecting, they 
were fearing this order. But, with- 
out doubt they had had a forlorn 
hope that it would he delayed; a 
vague hope, ono of those hopes which 
Instinct keeps alive, against ail rea- 
soning, in the souls of tho people. 
Undoubtedly they had not believed it. 
They did not believe it until, when 
the notice was posted, suddenly 
among the women and children enme 
the panic-stricken desolation of com- 
plete surprise. The workers who did 
not know of it hail to be warned; 
they had to be warned so that they 
might have time to prepare, so that 
this day might l>e spent with their 
denr ones — the last perhaps — nnd 
together to take such precautions, 
poor, unavailable, such ns were pos- 
sible. The weeping women went to 
fetch their men to take them back 
to their homes; and there there were 
heart-breaking scenes, poignant but 
admirable in the feelings of the sim- 
ple, stoical devotion which they re- 
veal. The greater part of theHe homes 
nre poor; two years of war, of dear 
living, of rations have brought about 
destitution; there Is nothing in the 
I house but the portion of food strict- 
ly measured for each one; and to- 
morrow if tho father, if the eldest son 
Is sent a#ay, there will be no more 
resources. That matters nothing; 
there Is no thought except for the 
beloved being who is threatened; In 
the bundle lliey are preparing they 
put tho last warm garment, tbe last 
blanket; all the bread they have left, 
everything— to-morrow, indeed, when 
he is gone, who will want to eat! 

A Melancholy Expression. 

They must be at Wavre at eight 
o'clock, says the order. And for tho 
greater part of the men summoned 
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the way to the chief town of the can- 
ton is long; one hour, two hours. 
There aro no more farm wagons In 
the country; there are no more trains. 
They must walk, carrying their bags; 
so thoy must leave early. Befo; t six 
o'clock tho procession, tho melan- 
choly and interminable procession 
begins on tho roads, In the biting 
cold, tho dark November morning, the 
freezing wind, for the weather Is 
cruel. Nature, menacing and dark, 
accentuating the anguish in their 
hearts. But they must be strong. The 
impression of despair must not be 
given. Most of the men have forbid- 
dell their families to accompany them; 
the anguish of the separation might 
make them show weakness. Tins 
must not be, so nearly all of them 
are going alone. Ono sees, marching 
to their Calvary, only groups of men, 
marching in silence, and heavily, 
heavily, as if their poor, meagre bun- 
dles were very heavy. Only a few 
women, who have not been able to 
control themselves, follow, weeping. 
Here is Wavre. The little village lies 
grim and grey on this sud morning, 
it is hemmed In by troops, who, ut 
all openings, bar tho way. Men aro 
engulfed in the narrow streets lead- 
ing to the market-place the huge 
square, with its low houses, with 
shaky fucades; sorrowful remains of 
u savage invasion. It has been com- 
pletely evacuated, nnd all the roatls 
which lead to It are empty. Only 
one can see, at tho end of those 
roatls, behind the warring troops, the 
crowd from which come cries, names, 
words of farewell to the poor people, 
rounded up. village by village, who 
nre waiting, dejectedly, pitiful in their 
Impotence and their humiliation. A 
lew among litem remember, with a 
little sorrowful smile thut yesterday 
in the same place there had been a 
pig market. 

Choosing the Slaves, 

The work of choosing begins, By 
groups of a thousand, the men are 
conducted to a school building where 
the agent, of the German authorities 
keeps office. To get nt this school- 
building the road runs by the banks 
of I he Dyle. It is the picturesque spot 
of Wavre. In uormul times there is 
an atmosphere of peaceful gaiety, of 
cheerfulness. This morning at the 
windows of the houses the anguished 
faces of women, of children, of old 
people in tears. There are people on 
the roofs. They all gaze greedily at 
tho passing lines. They want to 
see once more, perhaps for the last 
time, a husband, a son. a brother, 
perhaps a fiance. After a wait of 
four hours the crowd Is finally con- 
ducted to the school. I watched the 
men. I know a number of them. I 
saw ,1 lot of their faces grow sud- 
denly very pale. They walkpd In 
very firmly, but they are ghastly pale. 
One feels the anxiety which freezes 
them,, arrests the blood in their veins. 
Those are the married men, the men 
who have loft wife and children and 
who ask themselves are they going 
to see them again very soon." If not, 
not for a long period, one never 
knows, perhaps never. The others, 
the young men, go with a proud stop. 
There is defiance In their eyes. As 
they approach the school-house rll 
heads are raised, listening. A ru- 
mor, a sound which grows, grows— it 
Is— yes, it is singing. Almost one 
would say it was tho "Brabançonne," 
yes, nnd that was the "Marseillaise" 
coming from the courtyard of tho 
school. And in fact, ut the end of 
that courtyard are the men who have 
already been taken. It Is they who 
are singing the Belgian and French 
anthems. When they see us, they all 
cry out, "Don't sign, don't sign." Thoy 
are splendid. There is no anguish 
here. They are ever that full of 
bravado, a rude pride, of masculine 
virility. There are no complutnts. 
When one among the men sees n 
friend released he asks him only to 
tell his family that he has been sent 
away; and then ho starts to sing 
again, passionately, singing his song 
of defiance. 

The Word of Fate. 

We go in by a first room. A doc- 
tor is there, who examines those men 
who are armed with a medical certi- 
ficate. He seems indulgent, quite 
generous; he liberates some of them. 
A second room. Herd the fate of 
each man will be decided, hruskly, 
mechanically, in a few seconds, and 
without appeal. One peremptory 
word— and it Is slavery' — or freedom. 
Here arc many uniforms — Kreisclief, 
civil commissary officers, and all have 
that military rigidity which permits 
of no discussion. The three delegates 
of the commune — generally the bur- 
gomaster, an alderman nnd the com- 
munal secretary — authorized to as- 
sist In the examination of their own 
villagers, can quite evidently do no- 
thing. Two officers, who divide the 
duty between them, make the deci- 
sions. One on each side of the room, 
they examine tho men rapidly, begin- 
ning with the young men of 17 to 25 
years of age. They look at the card, 
which gives the trade and social po- 
sition of the holder. They throw n 
glance over the man, as If to weigh 
his strength, his value as an animal. 
One question, at the tip of his tongue, 
for the sake of formality: "Are you 
unemployed," and immediately, whe- 
ther the reply is negative or affirma- 
tive, the decree, inexorable, if the 
card gives a trade which would be 
useful "labas," the officer cries, "Left 
turn." Left turn! That is the road to 
Germany. To go out of the room they 
must go through a door divided by 
a barrier Into two narrow corridors 
and guarded by two soldiers. The 
left-hand corridor gives access to an- 
other room, where are gathered those 
who are to go. 

If the officer cries "Right turn!" 
It Is to liberty. The man passes be- 
fore an under-offlccr, who puts a 
stamp on bl« Identity card. This 
right-hand corridor leads to an open 
window, before which Is a table. Thoy 
must climb that table, on to another 
table placed outside the window, and 
jump down into the street. It look;; 
like an escape, it is, Indeed, an Im- 
pression of rilght. There Is no Im- 
pression of relief or comfort, for the 
heart hi still torn thinking of the 
Dtbers, tho poor others. Ant) then 
the nightmare Is not yet at an end 
One must still contemplate the abom- 
inable, torturing sorrow. One must 
still gather unforgettable remem- 
brances of pity and paralyzed indig- 
nation. At the end of the little side 
street horo is the crowd. It has 



grown. It was lasting loo long; H 
wus too much anxiety; from all the 
villages the women hud come, the mo- 
thers, tho wives, tho fiancees, weep- 
ing. They catch hold of those who 
have returned, demanding news, sob- 
bing. Is he taken, ho Tor whom they 
are waiting, their beloved, tho chief, 
the prop of the house, the man whoso 
departure ontls everything'.' They 
don't know, they cannot reply; thoy 
come out Into tho midst of imploring 
women, into the midst of the poor, 
sobbing people, for they aro all sob- 
bing, even those who can again clasp 
to their hearts their mun who has 
been given to them. 

Harrowing Last Scenes. 

During tills lime what goes on to 
the left, to the left where are those 
who must go. There, each man as he 
arrivée is asked If he will sign an 
agreement, that Is, consent to work 
for the Germans, earning meanwhile 
a large salary. If he consents, he 
gives his iiumo and address, and ho 
Is authorized to return to his home, 
so that he may make his prepara- 
tions and depart at tho end of a few 
days. If ho refuses — ami thut is the 
case with nn immense majority — he 
is menaced, threatened with all calam- 
ities, anil goes to Join the tumultuous 
group of those who .did as he did, 
dignified and unbending, and he Is 
greeted with cheers as for a victory 
— the victory of a man who submits, 
but whoso spirit has no submission 
Wo are still waiting. Thoy aro wait- 
ing for the number to be sufficiently 
large. When it Is, It Is surrounded by 
soldiers with fixed bayonets, und en- 
circled by cavalry. Then It is 'on 
route for the station!" Two officers 
march u little in advance, their horse- 
whips — yes, their horse-whips — in 
their bunds. The side streets are 
followed, From time to time, a 
weeping woman, an old man, having 
come this far by the most tremen- 
dous effort, manages to slip be- 
tween tbe ranks for one last fare- 
well, for a supreme embrace, but at 
once the soldiers push them back, at 
once, often before that longed-for 
embrace. On the main street which 
Is reached, at the windows of the 
houses the poor people still watch, 
watch with dry, fevered eyes, red- 
dened with tears, and uhnost mechani- 
cally wuvo their handkerchiefs. Hut 
those whom they thus salute do not 
wish to break down. Is It to reas- 
sure the courage of those dear ones 
who see them thus; is it in order to 
prevent an exhibition of weakness lie- 
fore those soldiers who are guarding 
them? Nearly all of them march 
with head high; they wave their hats 
and sing, they sing unceasingly, as 
they sung in the courtyard of tbe 
school, Hut there were voices that 
are husky and full of tears. They 
march. At each corner of a street 
there is u short struggle. Always one 
or another of the prisoners tries to 
escape, hut always a horseman pur- 
sues' him and brings him back to the 
ranks, unless, by a stinging blow from 
his whip one of the officers has not 
already sent him buck. And then, the 
man, pale, his fists clenched, is quiet 
tor a few moments. What pusses in 
bis thoughts? What passes !ta tne 
hearts of those others who, marching 
by their homes, throw themselves in- 
to the arms of their wives, kiss their 
children, airtï are torn from them by 
u soldier? They are quiet, too. nut 
pretty soon, once nguin they are sing- 
ing, with a louder voice. They are 
not going to break down. 

Finally, the procession comes to a 
level crossing. They aro collected on 
I the rails, between two embankments. 
! Tbe station Is quite close, and u train 
of cattle-trucks Is waiting. One can 
see nothing more. One hears only 
! shouts, songs, the "Brabançonne," 
' and the "Marseillaise," again. This 
! lasts a long time, a very long time- 
hours. Night has fallen. About six 
o'clock, suddenly, the singing voices 
are drowned by trumpet calls. Music 
Yes. they have sent Into the station 
11 regimental band, and It Is this baud 
that celebrates, with the accented 
music of a military march, the dc- 
I parture of that train, tinligbtcd, lugu- 
brious; that train whose passing over 
the level-crossing rouses such des- 
pairing sorrow and emotion that oltl 
men nnd the women full fainting to 
the ironic sounds of thut military 
march, quick, exasperating. They 
have gone, nut where? No one 
knows. What to do? No one knows. 
Will they ever come hack? No one 
knows. No one knows. No one knows 
What tlo we know, except that from 
now on we shall live with that heart- 
rending memory, and the onguish. 
And even if they come hack, nnver 
again can thoy live in security, that 
security of the old days, when It 'was 
thought that such things were no 
longer possible.

The price of this license Is Fifty Cents an acre per year, and a fee of $10.00 
on issue. It is valid for one year, and is renewable on the same terms, on 
producing an affidavit that during the year woik has been performed to iht 
extent of at least twenty-five days' labor on each forty acres. 

MINING CONCESSION. 

Notwithstanding the above, a mining concession may be acquired at a&.v 
time at the rate of $5.00 an acre for SUPERIOR METALS, and $3.00 an acre
